Etlrsct of a letter f*-"*" 

of the Editors of the New York States¬ 
man, to his cosdjutor, dated 

1nvkrne»-s, October 3,1825. 

On Sunday, the 2d mMaot, we attended 
the priocipal Kirk at Inaemeas, and heard 
a eery eloquent and excollent sermon by 
the Bev. Mr. Fraacr. It breathed the 
true spirit of the Gospel, inculcating the 
yirtoes of humility, meekness, chanty and 
good will towards others and was entirely 
free from those illiberal principles and aus¬ 
tere notions of piety, which haee been rm- 
puted to some of the Presbyterians ol 
Scotland. The audience was numerous, 
well dressed, and remarkably attentive to 
the serrices, lollowing the preacher while 
reading a daily portion of Scripinte, and 
iiitgiog the psa'ros in generat chofos. A pe¬ 
culiar plainness is generally observed in 
the cmstiuction and furniture of the 
Kiiks in this country. There is no dis¬ 
play of architectural taste; the galleries 
anil soinpiiioes the pulpits ate unpainted 
and the pews are upon a large scale, with 
few of ihe usual appendages.

Just at evening, which was delightfully 
plea-ant, with bright skies and an air breath, 
ing a delicious sofiness, we walked to a 
bill cdlr.l Craig Pbadric, a mile to the 
west of the town, and climbed to its top. 

It -wells to the height of upwards of eleven 
hundred feet above the’plain, and presents 
a magnificent view of the adjacent coun¬ 
try. To the north innumerable peaks of 
the Ross-shire mouniHins bound the hori¬ 
zon: towards the noitheast, Moray Firih 
spreads in a broad and silver aheet, till it 
miogles with ibe Germsn ocean; on the 
Bouih, the dark amt steiile ndges of the 
GrampUDS terminate the view: and -on tbe 
west are seen several woody emiti.-nces, 
among wbieb if tiie keeJ-sbaped ‘Hill of 
Vairies.* 

The landscape, forming the foreground 
Df ihe picture, is rich, lural, and highly 
picturesque. At a short distance in an 
easterly direction, tbe town of Inverness, 
wrii nsheveral spires and domes, is seen 
pli-asaiitly situated on both sides of the 
rivi-r Ness, wtiuh, after many windings 
tliriiogh a fenile vale, unites with the wa¬ 
ters ot Beanlv and falls iuto Moray Firth. 

T' llhiu less tlmn half a mile of Clraig Phad- 
f ic, a I urious emroineiice, c illed Toinoahen- 
rich, ii»es like an island frons the flat allu¬ 
vial plain, its shape w oblong, resembling 
at) immense tumolui, and its sides are 
sparsely shaded with evergreens. The 
Great Caledonian Canal passes between 
the two hills, adding variety tu the scene¬ 
ry below. 

At the foot and half way up the accliv- 
ities of Craig Phadric are deep forests of 
pine. Its brow is composed of naked 
rocks; and on the very top are the ruins 
of an old fort, overg'owu with a tuft ot 
trees. The ramparts of ihie fortress cun- 
ai<i of vitrified stone, globules of which 
bnogti-i.m the wall, and bear evideot marks 
of having once been in a state of fusion. I 
am not Hutfii-ienily vnrsed in ibe atiliqui- 
tiea of the country, tu explain tbe phenum 
cnoo, which baa ocvisioned a goud deal of 
speculatiun among philosophers. Similar 
relics are found in other parts of Scutfaod. 
The must ratiooal supposition seems (0 be, 
that these elevated lurtresses were used as 
beacons, and that the intensity of the 
waich-tiies kept borniog for a long time, 
was sufficient lu viirily the walls. Speci¬ 
mens were dug and broken from the coD- 
gloiiie aied ma<-a with much labour. 

In Hmrti' g down liom the summit of 
(be bill, we acciiteuially stumbled upon 
Fingal'o Chair, which is a natural niche in 
the rnk, wliete tradition says tbe hero 
Used 10 sit and survey themountaios uf his 
empire.

AN ACT 

To provide for the Public Instrudion of 

Ynulh in Primary Schools throughout 

this Stale. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Aiiembly 
tjMaryland, 1‘hal there shall be constituted 
and appointed by the governor and council, 
an officer, to be known and diitinguiihed as 
the Superintendent ol Puolic Instruction. 

3. And be it enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the said superintendent to digest and 
prepare a plan or plans for the public instruc¬ 
tion of youth throughout the state, for the 
organization, improvement and management 
of sucti system as may be adopted, and of such 
revenues as may from time to time, be as¬ 
signed and appropriated to the general ob¬ 
jects of the institution; tp prepare and report 
estimates and expendiiures of the said reven¬ 
ues; to superintend the collection thereof; to 
apportion the funds; to perform such duties 
in relation thereto, as may by law be required 
of him; to give information to the legislature on 
all niatters referred to him by either branch, 
or which shall appertain to his office; and gen¬ 
erally to execute all concema in relation to 
the administration of his department; and 
btTore entering upon the duties of hir office, 
he shall take an oath or affirmation for the
